agents. 
The result is that the middle 


and lower classes In the islands are 
almost of the worst possible type. 


In addition to this primary difficulty

s accomplished and a luxuriant crop 
raised it Is at the merry of the first 
typhoon.

STREET'SWEEPING. 


After an interval of one night of par- 


tial relief, the street sweeping farce 
was again enacted last, night, to the 
usual accompaniment of clouds of foul 
dust and complaints of exasperated 
citizens. 
The dust of the down town 


' pavements is not the clean -sand of the 


plains, it is finely pulverized decaying 
animal and vegetable matter, full of 
the germs of disease and filth. To stii 
up this mass of filth every night and 
distribute it over the sidewalks, into 
the down town building, and into ev- 
erybody's'nose and mouth, is to me- 
nace public health as well as comfort. 


When the pavements are broiling hot, 


as they are this weather, it is noi 
enough to sprinkle them early In the 
evening and sweep them iate. 
The 


water evaporates almost immediately, 
and the pavement is soon as dry as if 
it had never been sprinkled, 
necessary, for decen£ sweeping, that the 
pavements be damp while the sweeper 
Is going over them, not an hour or tv 
hours before. If it is necessary to have 
t 
sweeper, be it so. 
It Is as easy to 


sprinkle one time as another, and it is 
very Important to sprinkle at the right 
time. 


If public opinion is not a strong 


enough force to secure decent street 
cleaning.we suggest that the health offi- 
cer seek somt^ more forcible way. 


According to Mr. Havemeyer. all 


tariff protection is wicked and injur- 
ious—except the tariff on refined sugar. 
All the industries are protected too 
much—except the 
"sugar 
refineries, 


which ought to be protected a great 
deal more. 
Trusts are fostered by 


protection—except 
the sugar trust, 


which has grown up without protec- 
tion . The tariffs should be lowered, 
so as to squeeie out the other trusts

fixed the amounts of the various licen- 
ses, subject to chance, however.

The most.noticeable departure from 


the old ordinance is in the graduated 
tax placed on merchants according to 
the volume| of their business.

J. G. S. Arrants and wife are on 


Fruit Conditions in Different 


Parts of fhe State. 


The weekly climate and crop bulletin 


Issued by the Weather Bureau undei 
date of June. 12th. gives the following 
general summary: 


"In the Sacramento and San Joaquin 


valleys the temperature has averagei 
from five to eight degrees above nor- 
mal for the week, while on the coas 
and in Southern California it has been 
normal or slightly below. Light show- 
ers ocurred in the extreme south the 
morning of the 12th; elsewhere no rain 
fell during the week. 
The warm 


weather waa not accompanied 
by 


northers, and'was-therefore beneficial 
to all growing crops. Wheat Is ripen- 
ing rapidly and will soon be. ready for 
harvest. In some sections barley har- 
vesting has commenced; the yield and 
quality are good. 
Haying is nearly 


completed. 
Deciduous fruits are be- 


ing gathered; peaches are yielding a 
very large crop, of god quality. 
Tn 


some sections apricots are more plen- 
tiful than had been estimated. 
Qrap*s 


were benefited by favorable conditions 
during the wetk, and promise a good 
crop. 
Citrus fruits and walnuts are 


in good condition.

provement, under the recent favorable 
conditions, and the crop will be better 
than previously estimated; peaches are 
in good condition; apricots continue 10 
thrive, but the yield will he light. Ber- 
ries were benefited by warm weather. 


Sacramento valley—Conditions have 


been favorable.and tree fruits have ri- 
pened rapidly. 
The peach crop will 


be unusually large In some section 
Early peaches, apricots and currants 
are being freely marketed. 
Grapes are 


making good growth. 
Apricots will be 


a light crop. 


Southern California—The vineyards 


are in excellent condition and grapes 
are setting better than for several 
years. 
Prunes, peaches and apricots 


are a good crop. 
Throughout the sec- 


tion the weather conditions have been 
generally favorable to deciduous and 
citrus fruits, and a good crop will 
probably be gathered in San Diego 
county.
